are supposed to be punished by 
small penalties and large violation

infrequent for an offender far 
from suffering for his offence, to 
gain quite on advantage by it 
When this happens it is usuaally 
because the opportunity offered the 
other side confuses rather than 
aids them. 

The following incident is a case 
in point. It occurred in a recent 
sectjonal tournament, and | have 
yet to see anything more extraor- 
dinary, Eventually the violator 
came out badly, but for a long time 
he was trembling on the brink of 
an admirable result.

The bidding was opened on his 
right with a diamond, which he 
quite naturally overcalled with a 
heart.

North leaned across the table and 
ssid: “That's an Insufficlent bid, 
partner; you mean two apades, 
don't you?”

baffled and was extremely sorry 


that he had ever brought up the 
point about penalties Not know- 
ing what elae to do, he passed, and 
North, being barred, also passed. 
East now looked very bewildered 
and finally doubled; South and 
West both passed and now North 
turned to the referce, who wag still 
hovering about, and said: “J can 
bid now, can't I?" 

South answered the question for 
him. “No, you are barred,” he 
stated. 

At this point West decided that 
something extremely fancy was xo- 
ing on and so entered the conversa- 
tion. “Only for one round,” he 
‘gaid; “You can bid anything you 
want now.” 

North quickly bid five diamonds, 
which East doubled with more 
show of confidence than be had yet 
displayed, South, in disgust, bid 
six clubs, and -this time West 
doubled. Apparently things were 
too much for poor Nerth “at © this 
point; he came out with a. bid of 
six spades. This was doubled, 
South went to seven clubs, and the 
bidding: closed after a double by 
West. :

Whether or not South made the 
insufficient bid of one spade on 
purpose no one will ever know. One 
thing was quite clear, however, and 
that was that North as in no way 
in cahoots with his partner. At any 
rate, it 18 certainly rather extraor- 
dinary to double a bid of five clubs 
and eventually have the opponents 
play the aame hand at seven clubs 
and go down only one trick. 

The coup is a play which, con- 
trary to general belief, is not at all 
infrequent. The necessity for 
shortening one’s trumps to the le- 
vel of an opponent’s accurs time 
and time again even though the 
feature of trumping good cards In 
the process may not be involved. 

A backward coup, however, is an 
extremely rare play, and when it 
occurs jt is not often recognized. 
The following hand, which was 
played in a Rubber game recently 
by Mr. Alphonse Moyse, Jr., of New 
York, is a splendid example of 
that rare play.

to smooth the way to general 
agreement at Geneva. It ix true 
that the best which can now be 
expected from the Conference 
makes a poor appearance com- 
pared with the hopes which were 
built upon it at the outset. On 
the other hand, those hopes had, 
jeven two years ago, much of the 
character of dreamland about 
them when mensured against the 
evident truth of the international 
situation, To-day, it is admitted 
frankly by many who clung to 
their optimism before, the posi- 
tion is less than ever promising 
for the Disarmament Conference 
being able to live up to its name. 
It is possible, none the less, for 
the Conference to be saved from 
the reproach of futility by a con- 
certed approach to its general 
problem along more modest lines.

The Spanish conquistadores sub- 
jected them to so harsh and ruth 
less a form of slavery that they

Whether or not the explosion was 
actually caused by a Spaniard will 
probably never be known, but con- 
temporary American opinion blam 
ed Spain and demanded war 
against her. 


American War

ed on the Spanish-American War.

Sources Of Wealth 


' In normal times Cuba takes 
$30,000,000 in goods from. the 
United States every year and sends 
to the United States $400,000,000. 
To give but (wo examples of Ameri- 
can investments, there are the huge 
Sugar estates, the mills, and an 
jelectric rallway all owned by Mil- 
ton S. Hershey, the checolate mag- 
nate, and the numerous enterpricss 
of Frank Steinhart. 

Steinhart was an obscure ser- 
xeant in the American Army of 
occupation when the Republic waa 
‘formed, To-day he ip known as 
; "the man who owns Cuba.” Thera 
ix hardly an enterprise of any im- 
j portance in the island in which ha 
ix not concerned, and modern Hav- 
ana fs Jargely of his making. The 
beautiful racecourse there, the 
‘palatial casino, and several ot 
‘Havana's largest suburbe are tho 
products of his mind and energy. 

Cuba's main sources of wealth 
are her sugar, her tobacco and her 
frult. The chief economic cause 
(of her prexent troubles are the low 
rice of sugar and the high Ameri- 
jean tariffs, Also in these times, of 
depression fewer Havana cigars 
are being smoked. 


Home Of Tobacco 
Tobarco, which was known In its 
early days as “Cuba's Golden 
Weed,” came first into history from 
,Cuba, for it was there, in 1492, 
i that Columbus.

FAMOUS JUNK 
WRECKED. 


Shih Di Ping Shih’s End 
In Mindanao. 


The junk Shih Di Ping Shth
